Dem o no lo gists reco gnize 
him by his legs, o ne o f which is like a 
ro o ster’s and the o ther o f which has 
claws. 
IIis po rtrait, drawn by Co llin 
de Planey, was autho rized by the arch­ 
bisho p o f Paris. 
This do es no t neces­ 
sarily pro ve anything, but Paul Lu­ 
cas published, in 171U, in three vo lumes, 
the relatio n o f his meeting with As­ 
mo deus o n the Nile.
